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Ricnds, all of you who are convinced of the truerh, keepand walk i1Nyg 
eth in your hearts, and that is the diſcerner thereof, and be o»xdicnt tc Tings, and ſtand in the 
Council of the Lord, and he will give youa crue underſtanding of his minde and will ; And as you ſub- 
mic thereunto, you will feel the living power of God in your hearts, co work mightily and cffetually, for 
the redemption of your ſoules, and to the deſtcuction of the Man of Sin, And as you abide in the 11- 
ving power of God, he will open unto you the Treaſuries of life, our of which your ſoules witl daily receive com- 
fort ; ſo will the Lotd giveunco you a good diſcerning berween che preciovs and the vile, in your ſelyzs, and alſo to 
diſcern the Trees, and to know the fruit thereof : for an evil man is an evil tice, and a knowing man, who feederh 
upon knowledgc,erreth from the life,and ſo becometh an evil mn : bur the cree of life doth fare differ from chem 
both by nature 2nd fruit ; and thoſe rhat are grafted into the cree of knowledge, and fecd thereon, differ from 
thoſe that are grafted into Chriſt the true Vine, who feed upon eternal life : for the knowing minde, which is not 
centred down into the power of God, ravines from the life wh ch is holy, and cannot feed thereon, bur feederh 
upon the tree of knowledge of good and evil, this is nor the true food, and {4 dyes fiom the cree of life,and turnerh 
againſt ir, and alſo againſt chem thar are regenerated-into it ; So, Fiiends,look not out at the tice of knowledge, 
but all keep your eye tothe tree of life, for thoſe chat do look out ar the tree of knowledge, or at the knowing man 
that feeds thereon 3; for that tree or man is in this our day as the Fig-tree was 1n the dayes of old, for it brought 
forth leayes, and made a fair ſhew and outſide, bur fruit was wanting ; ſo is the knowing man, he can ſpeak fair 
words, and write of wiſdome, in the knowing comprehending minde, and what he hath theai d of others ; bur for all 
this the fruitis wanting, neither doth he by thus doir > bring torth fruic ro God, And others who are tranſgreſlors 
oet theſe words, which areas Fig-leaves, to cover themſelyes withall, and theſe are che back-(liders, who diſobey che 
trueth in themſelyes, and this coyering 15 too narroy? to hide chem, ; and for all chis, the fruic 1s wanting unto 
God ; and what if the Fig tree ſhould bring forth untimely Figges? chey are worth noching, and whac if the 
knowing man make people belicye bis gao9d wuads? this is even as nothing alſo, and F uit is y:t wantingunto God, 
and the Lord doth not accept of che tree becauſe of the leaves, no more will be do of th: man becaule of his fair 
words, And when this cree is diſcoyerd by the truech unto thoſe that are planced inco Chit, >nd fo are made to 
reprove the, then gets up the Spiric of Core or Cain, to envy thoſe that ar: grafted into Chiiſt, Lecauſe they are 
members of the bleſſed Body, which brings forth fruit unto the God of Heaven, ( marke ) >rings forth fruit, they 
are ſuch who by the power of God are kept and preſeryed tro God, whom God hath loved and choten, 
In which love and power they travel and labour : the work of the Loid,by which power the dead comes to be rai.

before you have a feeling of them in the life of righteouſneſs: for the Serpent betrayed Eve by cauſing her to look our 
ata Tree and to eat of ir,

whom he hath ſent a light intothe world, which world is in mans heart,and there the true light thineth to convince 
man of his fin, and it is the ſame light which will lead out of fin, and will bloc ir out,if man be bur obedient to it in 
all things: for the light is Chrilt, and to know him to be their Saviour : this is ſaying knowledge which Chriſt 
hath raughe and learned his people and brought them unto.
